She is quick-witted, 
feisty, angry, arrogant and 
not to be messed with— 
she is a judo master, after 
all 

There are many ways to 
describe Epifania 
Ognisanti di Parerga but 
perhaps the best way is to 
describe her as a force of 


nature. 

Nicole Underhay has 
the incredible task of 
bringing Epifania to life, 
and she does it well in the 
Shaw Festival's produc¬ 
tion of The Millionairess, 
written by Bernard Shaw 
and directed by Blair 
Williams. 

Underhay delivers her 
lines at lightening speeds 
with the appropriate 
amount of venom and 
perfect comedic timing. 
She does it so well that no 
matter what words come 
out of Epifania 1 s mouth- 
good, bad, or downright 
terrible—the audience is 
drawn to her. 

The story is a comedy 
about a rich woman who 
tries to find a husband 
because the one she cur¬ 
rently has isn't working 

Epifania is married to 


professional boxer and 
tennis player Alastair 
Fitzfassenden, played by 
Martin Happen 

The only reason they 
married is because 
Alastair is attractive—and 
he earned Epifania's hand 
by passing a test handed 
down for her by her late 
wealthy father. 

Alastair proved himself 
worthy of Epifania by 
turning 150 pounds into 
50,000 pounds in six 
months. He completed 
the task, but he did it dis¬ 
honestly. 

The marriage has 
become an unhappy 
union and both partners 
have reached out to new 
lovers. 

Underhay's character 
becomes fascinated with 
Adrian Blenderbland, 
played by Steven Sutcliffe. 

Sutcliffe—like his char¬ 


acter's name—is funny. 

Especially when he 
makes a deadly mistake 
by insulting Epifania's 
father and as punishment 
is thrown down the stairs 
by Epifania and brutally 
beaten. 

Underhay's physical 
comedy is superb—the 
scene is hilarious to watch 
as Epifania uses her judo 
skills to kick and punch 
Adrian. 

Sutcliffe is equally 
entertaining as his char¬ 
acter is forced to spend 
the rest of the play stum¬ 
bling around on stage on 
crutches while he cries 
out to anyone who will lis¬ 
ten that he wants com¬ 
pensation for his injuries. 

There are not many 
people who can challenge 
Epifania's will, the excep¬ 
tion being an Egyptian 
doctor played by Kevin 


Hanchard. 

The doctor can't be 
intimidated by Epifania— 
he won't give in to her 
cries or her juvenile fits, 
and he is not interested in 
her money. But when 
Epifania cries, stomps her 
feet and raises her voice 
in childish tones, the audi¬ 
ence can't help but laugh. 

The rest of the play, 
Epifania chases after the 
doctor with the hope that 
they will one day be mar- 

The doctor shares 
something in common 
with Epifania—he too, 
made a promise to his 
parent. He promised his 
mother he would only 
marry a woman who, 
beginning with 35 pence, 
could support herself for 
six months.

Kudos for Homer Road garbage clean-up 


There are many of us who take Homer 
Road (formerly Coon Road) to Glendale 
Avenue on a regular basis, especially 
during the shipping season when we're 
playing the 'get the bridge while it's 
down' game. 

And it is so common to see bags of 
trash dumped along that road, strewn 
about by foraging animals, that after a 
while, it's possible to drive by without 
even taking note of it. 

So thank you to resident Paolo Miele 
who uses that road daily for not only 
noticing the garbage but deciding that 
something should be done about it. 

Last week he notified the town, the 
region, and the St. Lawrence Seaway 
that it was time for a clean-up. 

As a result there was a flurry of emails 
that went back and forth, but at first, no 
action. It really has nothing to do with 
the town, although the road is within 
Niagara-on-the-Lake boundaries. It's a 
regional road, but the property where 
the garbage had been dumped is actu¬ 
ally owned by the Seaway but leased out 
to another party. 

It's not the first time that the problem 
has been brought to the attention of the 
powers-that-be—it's an issue that comes 
up every so often at council. It seems the 
region, when notified, will direct its 
public works department to clean up 


the trash, but then it's forgotten again 
until somebody else speaks up. 

But thanks to Mr. Miele and Regional 
Chair Gary Burroughs, who acted on the 
complaint, the regional public works 
people came around last week and 
cleaned up yet again. 

However we all know it's just a mat¬ 
ter of time before it happens again. 
While some people will blame the 
region's curbside garbage limit, this is a 
problem that has existed in this area 
long before the region started limiting 
bags—find a dark rural road so close to 
civilization and a busy thoroughfare, 
and it seems to call out to unsavory 
characters who have no respect for oth- 

Mr. Miele has suggested that 'no 
dumping' signs be posted—while that 
seems sensible, it's not likely to prevent 
it from happening again. The real deter¬ 
rent would be for the region to track 
down those who are dumping their 
trash illegally, and fine them. 

In the meantime, we encourage the 
region to please post the sign and then 
carry through with regular patrols, pick¬ 
ing up garbage as it's dumped. 

And thank you to Mr. Miele for carry¬ 
ing through with his complaint, and to 
Chair Burroughs for acting so quickly 
once he was notified.

Cottages fill 
tourism niche 

Cottage rentals are an 
important part of the variety 
of accommodations enjoyed 
by visitors to Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 

There are over 80 
licensed cottages in opera¬ 
tion generating a minimum 
of 12,000 tourist room nights 
annually. This translates 
into very significant revenue 
for local businesses. 

Perhaps residents are not

Regent Street 
sale for good 
of community 

I have received emails 
from residents regarding 
council’s decision to sell 
the former lawn bowling 
property and feel the need 
to inform all residents of 
the factors that led to this 
decision. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
blessed to have an abun¬ 
dance of green space 
throughout our entire 
community. In particular, 
our Old Town has many 
large and small town parks 
and green spaces. 

The consideration to 


sell or not to sell the for¬ 
mer lawn bowling prop¬ 
erty on Regent Street was 
not taken lightly by our 
Town Council. In January 
of 2012, a motion to defer 
the sale of this property 
was considered. It result¬ 
ed in a tie vote. 

My deciding vote was 
in favour of deferral until 
the Niagara Foundation 
has the opportunity to 
bring council a detailed 
plan for its use. 

I then held three meet¬ 
ings in my office with 
NOTL Foundation repre¬ 
sentatives, who in conclu¬ 
sion, did not want to build 
a peace park as previously 
expressed, but only want¬ 
ed the property not to be 

Subsequently, our 


council did vote on the 
sale of this land and it 
passed six to three. 

When a reconsidera¬ 
tion motion to revisit this 
decision was brought for¬ 
ward to council last 
month, it also was a tie 
vote, which I voted not to 
reconsider. 

We must remember 
that generally, this former 
lawn bowling property, 
over many years, was 
available for public use by 
members of the Lawn 
Bowling Association and 
not available to the gen¬ 
eral public at large. 

Do we need more green 
space in Old Town? 
Perhaps. 

As previously 

expressed, we are blessed 
with many green space 


Do we need other pub¬ 
lic areas in Old Town? 
Yes. 

Residents have long 
expressed the need for 
public access to our water¬ 
front. This statement was 
reinforced many times at 
the Monday, July 9 public 
meeting regarding creat¬ 
ing a vision for Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. 

One of our town’s 
youth, Billy Morrison, has 
the same opinion request¬ 
ing, “putting the lake back 
into Niagara-on-the-Lake” 
as a priority. 

To achieve this vision 
for the future, there are 
cost implications for our 

Over the past several 
years, council has been 


acquiring and purchasing 
properties in our dock 
area. In May of this year, 
council purchased an 
additional waterfront 
property along the mouth 
of die Niagara River at a 
cost of $1.2 million. 

How can our small 
town pay for the cost of 
these properties? Council 
must look at the big pic¬ 
ture of the needs ad wants, 
evaluate and prioritize 
decisions that meet these 
visions. 

Council has deter¬ 
mined that based on the 
asset value and business 
case, for the former lawn 
bowling property, it is not 
in our town's best interest 
to have it remain vacant. 

Through the sale of this 
property, monies received 


will be used to meet the 
cost of acquiring lakefront 
property. 

As well, this property 
will create two new resi¬ 
dential homes in our heri¬ 
tage district, which will 
provide on-going property 
taxes in our town. This is 
an example of how coun¬ 
cil can fund residents’ 
visions while not increas¬ 
ing residential property

Misiak will examine the 
First Nations' alliances 
and their role in signifi¬ 


cant battles.

Pictorial Trails: 

Highlighting Native 
Nations.

Misiak says the goal of 
his lecture is to help peo¬ 
ple understand that with¬ 
out the First Nations peo¬ 
ple, the war could have 
ended differently.

at the time, and the US 
come up right away.

RiverBrink Art Museum 
is offering its popular 
Queenston Heritage 
Walking Tours, says Jon 
Sica, a tour guide for the 
museum.
